1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated in the 
previous Office Action, the independent claims recites, taking claim 8 as exemplary, "...an 
interrupt register configured to store data content associated with an instruction that is to be 
interrupted; a comparator configured to compare the data content of the interrupt register with 
data content of the program counter to determine if the data content of the interrupt register 
matches the data content of the program counter; and a multiplexer configured to replace the at 
least one actual instruction with an interrupt pseudo-instruction is an external interrupt request is 
received by the processor or if the data content of the program counter matches the data content 
of the interrupt register." This limitations, when taking this limitation in consideration with other 
limitations in the claims, has not been taught in the prior art searched in found. Specifically, the 
prior art searched and found has not taught comparing the PC with an interrupt register after an 
external interrupt request of an interrupt pseudo-instruction has been received and replacing the 
actual instruction with a pseudo-instruction when the comparison results in a match. The prior 
art searched and found has taught generating an interrupt in response to the result of a 
comparison between the PC and the interrupt register and/or inserting interrupt service routine 
instructions, not performing the comparison if an interrupt has been received and replacing the 
actual instruction with an interrupt pseudo-instruction when the comparison results in a match..
